Clalmt.  Sworn. 

Says  that  he  left  N.  York  the  9th  Sep»  1763  and  arrived  at  Quebec 
the  10th  octr.  following.  He  soon  after  went  to  Sorel  and  did  not  hear  of 
the  Act  of  Pari.  In  favour  of  the  Loyalists  until  the  end  of  the  year 
when  he  sent  his  claim  to  England,  Major  Lake* 

Says  he  Is  a  native  of  Ireland.  He  came  to  America  In  1757, 
an  officer  on  Board,  a  Lettre  of  Marque,  and  settled  In  Albany 
County  In  1760.  In  1775  he  lived  In  Charlotte  County.  He  at  no  time 
took  part  with  the  Rebels.  At  certain  times  he  durst  not  speak  hla 
sentiments,  but  never  took  any  part  with  them.  In  1777  when  Gen. 
Burgoyne  iras  advancing,  Clalmt.  was  taken  prisoner  by  Gen.  Arnold  and 
confined  to  the  Town  of  Albany. 

He  remained  there  until  1780,  when  he  was  in  danger  of  his  Life, 
from  being  found  out  to  have  forwarded  despatches  from  Canada  to  N. 
York.  At  that  time  he  carried  despatches  from  Gen.  Haldimand  to  Sir 
Henry  Clinton.  These  he  carried  in  the  handle  of  e  large  knife,  which 
he  produced.  Besides  this  he  had  been  often  intrusted  with  secret 
service*

Certificate  from  Major  Jessup  to  Claimt.«s  having  given  all 
possible  assistance  to  Loyalists  early  in  the  War,  and  to  his  having 
saved  the  party  which  came  to  Canada  with  the  Mftjor  from  falling  Inrto 
the  hands  of  the  Rebels,  by  intelligence  of  an  intended  ambuscade. 

Believes  he  has  left  Deeds  at  Sorel  but  will  send  them. 

Property: 

56  Acres  of  Land  at  Fort  Edward,  One  part,  2  Lotts  of  Land  contain- 
ing 26  acres,  he  purchased  from  CSen.  Schuyler  in  1772,  in  considn 
of  £50  Cury.  It  was  then  unsettled  and  a  Deed  of  Gift  from  T«n. 
Dewar  of  N.  York,  dated  nearly  the  same  time— of  the  same  quantity

Evidence:  Philip  E.  Lansiagh,  Sworn: 

Khew  Clalmt.  at  Fort  Ed.  before  the  troubles.  He  was  Clerk 
of  the  County.  Wien  Witness  was  Sheriff  he  always  conducted  himself 
as  a  Loyal  subject.  laiows  he  did  not  join  the  British  until  1780. 
He  was  ordered  to  Albany  with  his  fsmiiy  to  avoid  the  Savages. 

In  1776  he  gave  Witness  a  proof  of  his  Loyalty,  and  he  never 
had  any  reason  to  believe  that  he  acted  otherwise. 

Property: 

Claimt.  had  built  a  very  good  House  at  Ft.  Edward  in  177E-3.

The  Statement  of  Mills  in  the  District  of  Nassau, quoted 
above,  notes  that  a  mill-site  had  been  chosen  "on  a 
creek  called  Smith's  Creek,  north  side  of  Lake  Ontario, 
in  the  Township  of  Hope,  lot  No  6  In  front,  at  the  head  ' 
of  a  small  pond2.  Peter  Smith  had  established  a  trading 
post  at  that  point  in  1778,  near  the  Indian  village 
Cochingomink  (or  Pemiscutiank) ,  and  in  1790  he  was 
succeeded  in  the  Indian  trade  by  one  Herchimere'j 

pa^je  ^-26  "  An  advertisement  published  at  Kingston  in  February,  l8l9, 
gives  freight  rates  in  detail. 

That  a  special  effort  was  made  to  cater  to  passengers 
.  may  be  seen  from  the  following  item  in  the  same  advertisement 
•'An  elegant  Passage  Boat  will  also  leave  Kingston  every 
tenth  day  for  Montreal,  which  will  be  fitted  up  in  the 
most  commodious  manner  and  prevent  any  delay  to  passengers 
leaving  the  upper  part  of  the  lake  in  the  Steam  Boat  Frontenac 
it  having  been  built  for  the  purpose  of  leaving  this 
place  immediately  after  her  arrival".

"As  oarly  as  Jan.  1786  he  appears  in  Mr.  Cartwright's 
"letter  book"  (Shortt  Collection) .Then  he  is  advised 
to  extend  his  trade  in  the  wake  of  the  survey  recently 
made  toward  Lake  Huron  from  Toronto  and  the  Bay  of  "Kente"; 
also  to  buy  as  much  maple  sugar  as  possible  from  the  Indians. 
For  the  sugar  Mr.  Cartwright  offered  to  give  him  6d  Halifax 
Currency  per  lb,  a  quantity  to  be  deliver erd  before  the  end 
of  the  ensuing  June. 

In  July  of  the  same  year  he  was  urged  to  take  Wm.  Dickson# 
in  partnership,  a  suggestion  which  he  did  not  relish.  In 
Aug,  1789,  he  and  a  cousin  of  Mr.  Cartwright,  Richard 
Beasley#,  who  seems  to  have  been  then  his  partner,  were 
granted  2Q0  acres  each  at  Toronto  and  Pemiscutiank,  "a 
place  (bn  the  north  of  Lake  Ontario,  if  in  the  Gift  of  The 
Crown  and  not  interfering  with  any  general  or  public 
arrangement" (Q  series  Vol  ^3)11  P  5o7) .  From  this  grant 
seems  to  have  come  the  old  name  of  Port  Hope,  Smith's  Creek. 
Pemiscutiank  appears  in  "Smith's  Gazateer  of  Upper  Canada" 
as  Pemetescoutiang  (p  12^). 

On  July  20,  1792,  while  the  newly  sworn  Executive  Council 
of  the  Province  was  still  sitting  at  Kingston,  Mr.  Smith 
was.  granted  leave  "under  certain  Reservations,  Limitations, 
&  Restrictions,  to  build  a  wharf  36'  from  the  Beach  outwards 
and  132'  wide:  also  a  Store  House  80*  long  by  15'  broad, 
in  consequence,  of  the  shallowness  of  the  water  (U.C.  Land 
and  State  Book  A  pp  17_l8) .

Murray,  It  was  ordered  that  "Enquiry  be  made  to  know  what  Lands  he 
holds  in  the  Province(Q  series  Vol  282,  11  p  36^-) 
For  some  time  after  settling  in  Kingston,  Mr,  Smith  was  evidently 
in  partnership  with  Mr,  John  Gumming.  In  Mr.  Cartwright's  list  for 
1800,  however,  their  shipments  of  flour,  pots^sh  and  pork  ,are  given 
separately. 

Together  Mr.  Smith  and  Mr.  Gumming  preferred  a  claim  for  half  of 
lot  13  Goncession  5?  Township  of  Kingston  which  was  declared  to  be 
the  East  Half  (D.W.Smith  Papers,  Vol  BIO  pl83) 
Bills  for  payment  of  the  accounts  for  erecting  the  gallery  in 
the  church  in  1795  were  to  be  drawn  on  Mr.  Smith,  as  has  been 
before  mentioned,  he  to  be  reimbursed  out  of  the  pew  rents.

Murray,  it  was  ordered  that  "Enquiry  be  made  to  know  what  Lands  he 
holds  in  the  Province(Q  series  Vol  282,  11  p  36^-) 
For  some  time  after  settling  in  Kingston,  Mr,  Smith  was  evidently 
in  partnership  with  Mr.  John  Gumming.

These  men  at  Lower  Fort  G-arry  had  been  on  the  pay-roll  since 
their  enlistment  in  September,  but  they  were  not  actually  on  service 
till  the  3_?-4-.^-QYember,lS7]5*  when  they  were  six'orn  in  by  Lieut. Colonel 
Osborne  Smith,  who  was  then  in  command  of  the  Western  Military  District 
with  headquarters  in  Winnipeg.   It  is  not  generally  known 'that' Colonel 
Osborne  Smith,  who  had  seen  service  in  the  Crimea  and  the  Fenian  Raid 
i-^__iS6.^,  was  really  appointed  Coxnmifi.^.ir       the  Police  so  as  to  give 
him  full  autyiority  until  a  successor  was  invested  with  the  command. 
But  I  have  before  me  as  I  write  the  elaborate  oarchment  v/hich  so  appoin- 
ted Colonel  Smith.  It  is  dated  September  25,1^73*  ^^^  bears  the  signa- 
ture of  J.C.Aikin^s  (afterwards  Governor  of  Manitoba)  as  Secretary  of 
State  as  well  as  that  o:^  Sir  John  A.  Macdonald.  Colonel  Osborne  Smith, 
whom  I  knew  well  in  later  days  and  under  whom  I  served  in  the  Winnipeg 


Light  Infantry,  brigaded  in  ISS^  with  some  of  the  Police  of  this  origin; 
troop,  was  an  ardent  Canadian  Imperialist,  and  I  imagine  it  was  he  who 
drew  up  the  enlistment  oath  that  was  subscribed  before  him  that  day  at 
the  old  Fort.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  word  "Canadian"  has  been 
substituted  in  the  name  of  the  Force  for  the  work  "North-West"  and  that 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  corps  has  now  been  extended  over  the  whole 
Dominion,  it  is  suggestive  of  prophetic  vision  that  the  original  oath 
should  have  borne  the  heading  "Mounted  Police  of  Canada". 
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That  winter  in  the  old  stoned-walled  fort  was  a  busy  one  for  the 
new  recruits.  After  they  were  sworn  in  by  Colonel  Osborne  Smith,  that 
of ficerreturned  to  his  duties  at  Upper  Fort  Garry,  He  had  done  a  good 
day's  work,  and  if  he  addressed  the  men  in  the  crisp,  incisive  style  I 
have  often  heard  him  use  on  patriotic  occasions,  then  he  had  made 
additional  contribution  to  the  considerations  that  inspired  the  Police 
to  determined  endeavour. 


Perhaps  the  leading  incident  of  this  particular  part  of  the  big 
trek  was  the  discovery  by  the  Commissioner  of  «Ierry  Potts,  a  short, 
heavy-set,  taciturn  man,  half  Scot  and  half  Piegan,  a  wonderful  plains- 
man, skilled  in  the  language  of  the  Indian  tribes  and  a  past-master  in 
all  the  lore  of  the  prairies.  His  father  vras  an  Edinburgh  Scot,  who  was 
killed  in  Missouri  by  an  Indian,  and  it  is  said  that  Jerry,  though  a 
m^re  boy,  followed  the  Indian  into  camp  and  shot  him.   Anyway,  Jerry 
Potts,  became  a  splendid  help  to  the  Police,  a  trainer  of  scouts  a 
matchless  diplomat  with  the  Indians,  an  incomparable  interpreter,  anda 
highly  respected  guide  who,  without  consulting  maps,  seemed  to  know  the 
way  by  instinct  either  in  summer  or  winter,  ^e  began  to  be  useful  as 
soon  as  he  took  service  with  the  Force  in  that  fall  of  1S7^.   ^e  guided 
them  to  the  best  feeing-places  for  the  horses  and  cattle,  and  to  the 
wateririg-places  which  were  so  constantly  needed.  And  when,  a  few  days 
after  he  came,  the  column  struck  herds  of  innumerable  buffalo,  it  was 
Jerry  Potts  who  wanred  against  shooting  at  Certalni"  times, '  lest  the 
bisons  would  stampede  and  trample  the  whole  cavalcade  under  foot.  Potts 
remained  with  the  Police  as  interpreter  till  his  death  in  I906,  making  a| 
long  service  of  twenty-two  years.  We  shall  meet  his  name  here  and  there 
in  this  story-  a  diamond  in  the  rough,  entitled  to  a  niche  in  the  hall  0. 
the  men  who  helped  to  shape  the  early  years  of  our  history.

253.  Evidence  on  the  Claim  of  Patrick  Snyth,  late  of  Char- 
lotte  County, N.York  Province, 

Clairat.  Sworn. 

Says  that  he  left  N  York  the  9th  Sept.  1733  and  arrived  at 
Quebec  the  10th  Octr .following.  He  soon  after  went  to  Jorel  and  did 
not  hear  of  the  Act  of  Pari,  ii^f^avour  of  the  Loyalists  until  the  end 
of  the  year  when  he  sent  his  claim  to  England,  Major  Lake. 

Says  he  is  a  native  of  Ireland.  He  came  to  America  in  1757, 
an  officer  on  Board,  a  Lattre  of  Ilarque,  and  settled  in  Albany  County 
in  1760.   In  1775  he  lived  in  Charlotte  County.  He  at  no  time  took 
part  with  the  Rebels.  At  certain  times  he  durst  not  speak  his  sen- 
timents, but  never  took  any  part  with  them.   in  1777  when  Gen.Bur- 
goyne  was  advancing,  Claimt.  was  taken  prisoner  by  Gen.nrnold  and 
confined  to  the  town  of  Albany. 

He  remained  there  until  1730  when  hevas  in  danger  of  his  life, 
from  being  found  out  to  have  forwarded  despatches  from  Canada  to  N. 
York.  At  that  time  he  carried  despatches  from  Gen.  Haldimand  to  Sir 
Henry  Clinton.  These  he  carried  in  the  handle  of  a  large  knife, 
which  he  produced.    Besides  this  he  had  been  often  intrusted  with 
secret  service. 

After  this  he  continued  in  N.York  and  had  allowance  of  a 
Dollar  per  Diem,  and  after  ,  il70  Cury  pr.an.  and  a  House.  This  allow- 
ance ceased  in  1733. 

Produces  letter  from  Br. Gen.  Oliver  De  Lancy  to  his  son 
speaking  highly  of  his  condict  as  a  Loyalist  and  character  as  a  man. 

Likewise  Certificate  from  Abraham  Cuyler,  Mayor  of  Albany, 
to  Claimt. 's  having  been  Assist. Judge  in  Albany  Court  and  Clerk  of 
Peace.  To  his  being  a  man  of  good  character,  and  of  tried  Loyalty 
in  consequence  of  which  he  had  been  driven  from  a  good  situation 
and  a  good  estate. 
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Certificate  from  Major  Jessup  to  Claint.^s  having  given  all 
possible  assistance  to  Loyalists  early  in  the  '.Var,  and  to  his  havirg 
saved  the  Party  whichcame  to  Canada  with  the  Major  from  falling  into 
the  handsof  the  Rebels,  by  intelligence  of  an  intended  ambuscade. 

Believes  he  has  left  deeds  at  Sorel  but  will  send  them. 

Property: 

56  acres  of  land  at  Fort  Edward,  One  part,  2  Lotts  of  Land 
containing  26  acres,  he  purchased  from  Cen. Schuyler  in  1772,  in  00 n- 
sid*R.i.:i  of   i50  Cury.    It  was  then  unsettled  and  a  deed  of  Gift 
from  v7m,  Dewar  of  N.York  dated  nearly  the  same  time  of  the  same 
quantity  and  an  Island  of  8  acres. 

He  built  a  House  on  it in  1782-3,  which  cost  him  ^  1,200 

cury. 

He  improved  all  the  lands. 

He  thinks  that  the  House  and  the  buildings  withthelanJ   viz., 
56  acres,  was  worth  he  think  i  1,000  Cury —  at  least  he  would  give 
that  sum  for  it  under  British  Covert.   This  House  was  covered  with 
a  Fort  called  Fort  Stark  and  destroied  the  House. 

The  Land  is  in  possession  of  the  oheriff.  He  cannot  say  Ihat 
this  was  sold  under  confiscation.  There  was  no  mortgage  on  it. 

15  Acres,  a  Town  Lot  in  Kingsborough.  He  cleared  3  or  4  acres. 
He  claims   ^  1.10  Cury,  pr.  acre,   1  22.10 

He  does  not  know  what  has  become  of  this. 

He  swears  to  his  having  been  possessed  of  the  several  articles 
of  Personal  Property,  and  that  they  were  taken  by  the  rebels  in  1777. 
Says  that  there  are  no  proceedings  at  Law  against  him  that  he  has  ever 
heard  of. 

Office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  of  the  County  of  Charlotte. 

Produces  his  Comiiission  from  Cen.  Tryon, dated  7th  July, 1774. 

The  perouisites  of  this  office  was  worth  ^  250  N.York  Cury 
pr.an.  He  was  in  possession  when  the  war  broke  out. 

Produces  an  affidavit  from  John  McCrea  the  prest.  Clerk  of 
the  Peace  that  he  has  assisted  Claimt.  in  the  execution  of  this  office, 
and  that  the  income  vms  worth i  250  Cur.  pr.an.

He  v.ias  likewise   Coroner,  but  makes  no  charge  for  that. 

Office  of  Post  Master  at  Fort  Edward,  appointed  by  Messrs 
FoXjCrfeift  and  Finlay  in  1774.  His  salary  was  one  dollar  perdiem, 
for  which  he  kept  two  Horses  and  a  Servt. 

Further  Evidence  on  the  Claim  of  P.omyth. 

Evidence:  Philip  E.Lansingh,  Sworn: 

Knew  Claimt.  at  Fort  Ed.  before  the  troubles.  He  was  Clerk 
of  the  County,   '.Vhen  V/itness  was  Sheriff  he  always  conducted  himself 
as  a  Loyal  subject.   Knows  he  did  not  join  the  British  until  1730. 
He  was  ordered  to  Albany  with  his  family  to  avoid  the  Savages. 

In  1776  he  gave  witness  a  proof  of  his  Loyalty,  and  he  never 
had  any  reason  to  believe  thst  he  acted  otherwise. 

Property: 

Claimt.  had  built  a  very  good  House  at  Ft. Edward  in  1772-3. 
He  thinks  that  the  House  '-'ffices  would  cost  above  ^  l,OOO.Cury. 

The  House  has  been  destroyed.   The  rebels  made  a  Post  of  it. 
The  whole  Building  is  much  injured.   He  was  likewise  in  possession 
of  some  Lands. 

His  House  was  well  furnished  and  he  had  abundance  about 
him.  He  kept  a  Tavern. 

He  cannot  say  what  he  bro  ght  off.     Some  brought  off  their 
stock  and  furniture. 

Ltp. Smyth  was  Clerk  &  Coroner  for  the  County  of  Charlott-- 
thinks  his  fees  of  office  must  have  amounted  to   1  250  Cury,  per  An, 
He  acted  as  Post  Master  &  was  of  advantage  to  him. 
He  now  resides  at  Sorel.

I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  Sept.  6th,  with 
reference  to  the  './ashinf^ton  County  families,  who  at  the  time  of  Bur- 
goyne's  Ihvasion,  moved  to  Canada.     My  delay  in  not  ansv^ering  more 
promptly,  was   I  wanted  to  eaamine  the  early  land  records   so  that  I 
could  at  least   give  you  some  information,  and  it  was  not  until  Saturday 
that  I  found  the  time  for  the  vvork.

I  fail  to  find  any  reference  to  James  from  the 
earliest  record  down  to  1838. 

2. Burling,  John.    I  did  not  find  John,   but  found  others,  by  the

3. Freeman,  John     I  find  plenty  of  Freemans  but  no  John. I  searched 
from  the  earliest  records  down  to  1838. 

4. Roger.:,   V/illiam.  I  herewith  enclose  a  memo.  v;hich  may  or  may  not 
have  any  bearing  upon  your  V/illiam  .

Just  following  the  Revolution,   we, here  in  './ashington  County  had 
a  County  Clerk  toy  the  name  of  Patt  Smyth,  who  fled  to  Canada,  and 
took  with  him  some  County  Eecords,   V.'HIGH  HiWE  NEVER  BEEN  RETURNED, 
history  says   part  of  them  were  found,   but  that  is  not  true,   as 
I  am  Index  Clk.  of  the  County  and  have  been  for  the  last  twenty  some 
years,   and  there  is  a  lapse  in  the  record  of  some   ten  years,   Miich 
I  can  prove  by  the  record,  Accordinif;  to  some  very  old 

documents,  I  find  that  Patt  omith,  settled  first  in  v7illiara  Henrjz, 
which  as  I  can  recall  is  in  your  Province,  or  was  at  that  time,per7 
haps  the  name  has  been  changed  by  now, 

'Vhat  I  want  to  Know  is,  do  you  know  any  one  by  the  name  of  Smyth, 
as  I  can  recall  I  think  hi:  vvife's  name  was  Rosalind,  and  he  had  a  brother 
Chas,  and  one  if  not  more  ,son.    As  County  Historian  I  am  most  anzious 
to  trace  those  records  if  possible.    Can  you   make  any  suggestions 
as  to  vjhere  I  should  v-jrite,  or  what   I  should   do/?   Any   assistance 
|ou  could  give  me  would  be  most  appreciated.
